RELENTLESS ELEMENTS. 


Man)- V essels and H um an L ives Sacri­ 
ficed in th e A tlantic Storm. 


N o r f o l k (V a ), October 27th. — The 
schooner George T. Simmons of Camdeo, 
N. J., was wrecked off False Cape in the 
storm last W ednesday night. The vessel 
was drst seen Thursday m orning sunk in 
the breakers, by the life-savers. Five men 
were lashed in the rigging. One by one 
the doomed men have been swept away 
into the sea. 
Last night two men were 
left and at sunset only one remained, and 
undoubtedly he will share the fate of his 
shipm ates before m orning. The life-saving 
crews watched tor an opportunity to go to 
the rescue, but the surf has run to high for 
the boat to m ake an attem pt at relief. 
A large three-masted schooner flying a 
ilig of distress is ashore eight miles outside 
of Oregon inlet. Assistance will be sent 
from here. 
The schooner Lizzie S. Faynes, lum ber 
laden, from Savannah to Baltimore, lias 
been wrecked on Bodies Island. The Cap­ 
tain and steward were saved, but live men 
were drowned. The vessel is a tolal loss 
and the cargo is washing ashore. 
The schooner A. Blackm an capsized 200 
miles at sea. Captain Charles Edwards, fly 
the aid ot a cork-jacker, swam to New lulpt 
and was suvtd. 
The rem aining five of the 
crew were lost.

H e Returns to D eny H is Connection W ith 
the Cronin Case. 


C h ic a g o , October 27tli.—Druggist B ur­

He denies tbat his depart­ 
ure had any connection with , the Cronin 
case, and says his movements in Europe 
are open to investigation. 


ANOTHER SUSPECT. 


C h ic a g o , October 27th.—Morton Duane, 
who, it was rum ored last night, had been 
arrested at St. Joseph, Mich., was being 
talked up to-night as an im portant sus­ 
pect in the Cronin case. 
It is understood 
that hia decription corresponds to that’of 
the man in whose company Cronin disap­ 
peared on the night cf May 4th. 
Chief of Police Hubbard, in an iuterview, 
expressed surprise at the report that Duane 
was in custody. H e intim ated that ofliter 
Collins had been sent to investigate, rather 
than arrest. 
The idea was apparently for 
Collins to ingratiate him self with the stu ­ 
ped, 
and before making any move, qn- 
deavor to obtain information which m ight 
prove of value.

M artyr Celebration, to be held this year by 
the Cronin Clan-na-Gaei Camps. Opposi­ 
tion Camps will hold an 'anniversary fler- 
formance at Central Music Hall. 
P . W . Dunn, of Peoria, made a speech 
denouncing John Finerty, and introduced 
a resolution, which was adopted, denying 
the right of his paper to speak for any 
class of citizens. John Doody also made a 
strong speech, denouncing the jury-bribers 
aud urging 
that vigorous measures be 
adopted to convince the public that the 
Clan ua Gael did not m urder Cronin. 
He 
referred to the fact that the arch-conspira­ 
tor was not yet brought to justice, and a 
large am ount of money should be raised at 
once in aid of the prosecution of Cronin’s 
murderers.

N ew Y o rk , October 27th.—According to 
trustworthy reports, John Jacob Astor, die 
elder, is engaged to be married to Mrs. 
Bowler of Cincinnati. The story comes 
from the other side of the Atlantic, where 
both Astor and Mrs Bowler are now, and 
from the fact that Astor is a very domestic 
old gentleman, and has paid Mrs. Bowler 
devoted attention for a year or more, soci­ 
ety is inclined to credit the sem ¡-official 
announcement made. 
Mrs. Bowler has been in Europe for 
some m onths with two children, aud John 
Jacob Astor during the past sum m er has 
taken two trips abroad presum ably in 
order to have the pleasure of being in her 
company. 
Mrs. Bowler has been a widow for five 
or six years. 
H er late husband was the 
nephew of George H . Pendleton of Ohio, 
who at one time was the Vice-Presidential 
nom inee of the Democratic party, and was 
Minister to Germany d u rin g 'th e Cleveland 
A dm inistration. Mr. Bowler inherited a 
handsome fortune and invested it ju d i­ 
ciously in railroad properties. A t his death 
he was a large owner of the securities of 
the Kentucky Central Railroad.

son, one of the belles of Cincinnati. She 
is a handsome woman now, and a bright, 
intellectual and charm ing conversation­ 
alist.

F atal Culm ination o f a Feud B etw een

C h ic a g o , October 27th.—A dispatch from 
Dnbuque, Iowa, says a teud of twenty 
years’ standing culm inated in a battle yes­ 
terday near New Ham pton, the county 
seat of Chickasaw connty. two m en' being 
killed and several others wounded. Thos. 
Doud, his two eons, Peter McKenna and a 
num ber of other farmers a^em bled at the 
farm of Albert Sm ith to assist in barn rais­ 
ing. A feud existed between the Doud and 
McKenna families over the ownership of 
some land. A quarrel took place when, 
without warning, Thomas Doud shot and 
killed McKenna. A friend of McKenna 
then killed Doud. afier which the battle be­ 
came general. 
How m snv others were 
wounded has not been learned, 
A posse of 
officers was sent out from New Ham pton, 
and Doud's two sens ar.d M ulvihill, who 


STANLEY IN AFRICA. 


H erbert W ard T ells o f Som e o f H is A d­ 
ventures There. 


N e w 
Y o r k , 
October 
27th.—H erbert 
W ard, who lately returned from Africa, 
where be was a volunteer in the Emin 
Pasha relief expedition nnder Stanley, tells 
an interesting story of his adventures in 
Africa. At Bangala, where Stanley had 
his most serious fight with the natives, 
W ard was put in charge of the station 
which had just been established. 
The 
Bangalas were man-eaters, and W ard u n ­ 
derwent the blood-brotherkood ceremony. 
An incision was made in the arm, and 
when the blood flawed tho wound was 
sprinkled with potash and salt and a pow­ 
der made from bran. 
The same was done 
with the chief of the tribe and the wounded 
arm s rubbed together, so that the blood 
intermingled and made them blood broth­ 
ers. W ard says there are m illions of ele­ 
phants in the Vandas country, which have 
not been visited by m an. 
Stanley pushed on from Bangala, leaving 
W ard at Gam buya, and made another 
camp, leaving Major Bartelott in charge, 
while Stanley pushed into the interior 
alone. 
Here begins his tale of Buffering, 
his brave men dying of starvation, pesti­ 
lence, m urder and savage warfare, until 
Ward, with a handful of men, the sole sur­ 
vivors of those left behind, reached the 
coast. 
W ard is very bitter against the Congo 
State authorities and Governor Jansen, who, 
he says, is principally occupied in collect­ 
ing revenue. Sixteen dollars is charged 
for the V 'ria: of every European who dies, 
and so tffi.n> die, tays Ward, that the rey 
enue is great. 
Major Bartelott was killed 
by a chief at the post he established, aud 
in tbeir revelry over the event the natives 
murdered a dozen others. Their bodies 
were found the next day strewn on the 
ground 
W ard regrets being left behind by 
Stanley. H e says he will return to Africa, 
for when it comes to dealing with head­ 
hunters and cannibals be is in his element. 


ENGLISH PAUPER CHILDREN. 


Consol Shearm an D escribes the C ottage 
Hom e System , 


W a s h in g t o n , October 27th.—The report 
of United States Consul Shearman, at Liv­ 
erpool, gives a description of the Cottage 
Homes recently opened for pauper children 
at F aztkerky. The children’s cottages are 
located in West Derby Union, and consist 
of eighteen cottages, the superintendent's 
residence, 
porter’s lodge, 
probationary 
house, infirmary, school-house, swimming 
bath, public hall, storehouse and work­ 
house. 
They are all handsome and sub­ 
stantial buildings of brick aDd stone. The 
cottages arc divided into boys’ and girls 
homes, each one accommodating thirty 
children. 
Tee girls are presided over by “m others,” 
who are all widows, who receive an annual 
salary of $100 and rations. 
All the work is 
done by the children and “m others.” 
A 
m an and his wife manage each family of 
boys, whose b o m “S are sim ilar to those of 
the girls. The man must have a trade, and 
be able to im part the knowledge of it to the 
hjys, who are in this way tanght some use­ 
ful occupation. Consul Shearman says the 
institution is believed to be the only one of 
its kind in existence—at least on such an 
exteosive scale.

rect the evils which I considered to be of 
grossest character.” Secretary Noble was 
seen by a reporter to-night but said very 
curtly; “The letter explains itself and I 
have nothing more to say about it.” 


BATTLING OVER A CROSSING. 


D ispute B etw een the M anitoba and Du­ 
luth Roads Clim axes. 


C r o d k st o n (M inn.), October 27th.—The 
bitter crossing tight between the Dulutb, 
Crookston and Northern, and Manitoba 
Roads, which has been in progress for two 
days, was brought to a focus this morning. 
The Manitoba had some engines and heavy 
trains above and below the proposed cross­ 
ing, and evidently was determined not to 
let the other road across. 
By daylight, 
however, the Duluth road men had their

I t was put in the coach-house dur­ 
ing the ownership of W illiam Kelly, and 
was used to regulate all the farm hands as 
well as the movements of everybody on 
the place. 
Its striking could be heard for 
three miles around. 
Thomas Collyer, of 
Kbinecliff, who was in Mr. K elly’s em­ 
ployment for th irty years, invented an 
apparatus to make a strike on the bell in 
the tower th at stands a hundred yards 
away. 
Mr. Collyer owns the clock and 
the apparatus. 
The two weights weigh 
forty jKtunds. 
The clock is as bright now 
as when new. 
Shaky H ill, two and a half miles from 
Cambridge City, Ind., is one of the natural 
curiosities of th at region. 
It received its 
name over seventy years ago, when a 
pioneer erected a cabin on the hill and 
began a clearing. 
The settler was so dis­ 
turbed by the frequent and often violent 
shaking of the earth that he decided it 
was unsafe to live there and removed to 
another spot. 
H e often stated th at the 
shocks were so strong th at the dishes in 
the cupboard rattled. 
T he rocking ja r or 
shaking of the bill would only occur at 
intervals—sometimes several months be­ 
tween spells, and always the worst and 
most violent in damp, heavy, wet weather. 
The hill is still uninhabited, and all a t­ 
tempts to solve the mystery have failed.

Thomas A. Edison, however, 
crossed the ocean, and he says th at it made 
him sad to think of the tremendous waste 
of energy which tiie tumultuous moving 
of the waves indicated.

HONORS TO W ILLIAM . 


A ll o f A thens D oes H om age to the Em ­ 
peror ot Germ any. 


A t h e n s , October 27th.—Any doubt about 
the reception which would be given to the 
Emperor and Empress of Germany has 
been settled by their arrival here. The ut­ 
most enthu-iasm has prevailed throughout 
the city, and wherever the Germaa guests 
appeared they were greeted with cheers. 
The Em peror and Empress of Germany 
were accompanied by the King and Queen 
of Greece, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, and the Czarovitch. The party was 
met at the station by Tricoupisand the M et­ 
ropolitan of Athens and a brilliant assem­ 
bly composed of Embassadors and Minis­ 
ters. Prom inent among these were the 
French Embassador Extraordinary, Count 
Montalon, aud tne new American M inis­ 
ter Snowden. 
The Princess Sophie wote a handsome 
dress of light green, trim m ed with light 
flowers, with cuffs of dark green velvet, a 
bonnet trim m ed with pink and a brooch of 
rubies, diamonds and pearls. 
The Queen 
of Greece wore a pretty costume of cream 
and gold. 
Before leaving the sta'ion the 
Mayor of Athens presented the Emperor 
with an address of welcome and the E m ­ 
press with a magnificent bouquet. 
The streets about the palace were filled 
with people. The Em peror of Germany 
ana royal party came out upon the balcony. 
The Emperor repeatedly raised his helmet 
and suluted the crowd in answer to tbeir 
ctrers, while the Prince of Wales pointed 
out the Acropolis to the Kaiser. 
In honor to the German Em peror the 
whole town was lighted up to uight, and a 
magnificent torchlight procession paraded 
the streets. 
The Acropolis was lighted up 
with red fire, producing a glorious effect. 
The Mayors aud corporation officials from 
different parts of Greece, accompanied by 
soldiers bearing torches, proceeded to the 
palace. The Emperor of Germany and 
King of Greece addressed the populace. 
The whole front of the palace was lighted 
up by 100,000 Chinese lanterns, which were 
made principally by convicts in the various 
prisons ot Athens. 
The Kaiser on his ar­ 
rival took particular notice of Tricoupis ar.d 
the Austrian Minister. The fact that the 
Russian Embassy was the only one that 
failed to hoi.-t the German flag caused some 
comment. The sight of the Acropolis, seen 
as I write, under changing colored Bengal 
lights, is a vision of beau’y far and away be­ 
yond the power of description.

BUSTLING CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Fears that the Turkish W ar-Sliips Can't 
Stand an K xhibition. 


V ie n n a , October 27th —-The furthcoming 
visit of Emperor W illiam to Constantinople 
is causing m any misgivings in the ruin■'.* 
of the officials of the Sublime Porte. 
His 
Mejestv has ordered that the ruler of Ger­ 
many shall be received with fitting naval 
and m ilitary honors, and the creatures of 
the palace are at their wits’ eDd to accom­ 
plish this 
They can do fairly well on 
shore, but the first trouble afloat was to get 
the ironclads safely to the anchorage oppo­ 
site ¡he palace. 
When this had been done 
by the help of steam-tuga and the least 
possible use of th “ machinery of ironclads 
they felt doub’ful aoout the propriety of 
firing the big guns aboard even for salutes 
in consequence of the condition ot the ves­ 
sels. There seemj a considerable element 
of risk about it, and if W illiam ia wise lie 
will witness the T urks’ attem pts with naval 
artillery from afar. 
But it is not only with the guns of sol­ 
diers that the m inds of the Turkish civil 
officers are occupied. 
The Sultan has d i­ 
rected that the street through which the 
Emperor i.s to pass shall be well paved aud 
thoroughly cleansed and that the houses 
shall be in good repair, and tastefully deco­ 
rated. 
Gas lamps are to be erected in 
places where light after sundown was pre 
viouslvjunknown. 
It only needs the visit 
of a few more potentates to Constantinople, 
perhaps to have the city entirely renovated. 
At present, however, the people who live 
on the line of march, and who have to bear 
all these expenses for outward show, are 
wishing that they resided in some other 
part of town. 


WOOL MARKET BURNED. 


A D am aging Fire 
in Glasgow W ltfih

L ondon. Octoher 27th. — There was an 
exciting fire at Glasgow early this m orn­ 
ing.

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THE BALLOT SYSTEM DEBATE. 


The continuance of the debate concern­ 
ing the California and the Australian elec­ 
tion systems serves to evolve the truth and 
to broaden public intelligence upon one of 
the most important subjects before the 
American people. The extracts below are 
from the San Francisco Chronicle of Satur­ 
day, and constitute its latest reply to the 


R e c o r d -U n io n : 
T he R ecohd-Un io n, in its attem pts to create 
a favorable im pression for th e A ustralian ballot 
nystem. m isrepresents th e C alifornia election 
law . We do not know Ib at “ voting cattle are 
driven to the polls an d com pelled to vote as the 
boss w ishes in th is State.” On the contrary, 
such a perform ance is im possible: certaioly no 
such sight has ever been witnessed in San F ran ­ 
cisco. There is no doubt th a t bosses buy m en, 
b u t th ey cannot m ake them vote, for the law 
guards against th a t by the 100-foot provision. 
The R e c o r d -U n io n has not in one jot 
or 
title misrepresented 
the 
working 
of 
the 
California 
election 
law. 
The 100-foot provision of the law is simply 
this, as our contemporary can ascertain by 
examination of Section 1192 et seq. of the 
Political Code: That no one shall deliver 
or receive a ballot, except the officers of 
the election, within the 100-foot lim it; 
that no one shall fold or unfold a ticket 
that he intends to use in voting within 
the limit [the italics are ours] ; that no 
one shall exhibit the contents of any 
ticket that he intends to use in voting 
within the lim it; that no one shall request 
another to exhibit or disclose the contents 
of a ticket that he intends to use in voting, 
within the lim it; that is the 100-foot-limit 
law upon which our contemporary places 
»o much stress, as being superior to modern 
systems. 
We do not pretend to know from 
■observation how the law is administered in 
San Francisco, but we do know that every­ 
where else it is more notorious in the 
breach than honored in the observance. 
The limit provisions do not prevent the 
massing of a crowd around the polling- 
place. They do not prevent or forbid the 
interested party from taking a voter by 
the elbow and marching hi m to the ballot- 
box. 
At every election of which we have 
any knowledge this is done. Moreover, 
the dominant party in the district usually 
has a crowd of henchmen about the polls 
who open the way for a voter steered by 
one of their number, but hinder and delay 
the approach of all others. We do know 
that hundreds of citizens have been thns 
delayed, often to the exclusion of their 
votes, especially at the time shortly before 
the closing of the polls. The law does not 
forbid one keeping hold of the hand 
of the voter holding the ballot given to 
h m, until it is elevated to deliver the ballot 
to the Inspector or Judge, anil this is a 
very common practice. The “ steerer” of 
voters never loses sight of the ticket put 
into the hand of the voter, and he must be 
more skilled than Herrman and quicker 
than the Fakir of Siva, who can change 
this ballot after the spy or the “ steerer ” 
has 
fixed 
his 
eye upon him. 
All 
we have contended for on this point is 
proved by the Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Kentucky and Wisconsin systems, and 
that about to go into operation in In­ 
diana; the voter comes from a booth where 
he has opportunity to prepare his ballot in 
privacy, and goes alone to the ballot-box, 
with no person except the election officials 
near enough to him to even address him pri­ 
vately, nnless we except the challengers. 
W e put it to the Chronicle to answer if 
such an arrangement, preventing as it 
does all crowds about the polls, 
and 
making the ballot absolutely secret, is not 
an improvement upon the California sys­ 
tem? As a matter of fact, every pro­ 
vision of the California law concerting the 
exposure, delivery, receipt and discussion 
ot ballots within the 100-foot lim it is dis­ 
regarded at every election in this State, 
and men deliver and receive ballots, ex 
pose their contents and solicit voters 
openly and in perfect contempt of the law 
prohibiting such action within the limit 
named. If here and there an offender is 
warned by a conscientious officer, he has a 
convenient escape by declaring that it is 
not his intention to use the ballot exposed 
in voting. 
For it will be observed that 
the exposure of ballots is not unlawful 
within the limit unless it can be estab­ 
lished that it was the intention to use the 
ballot or ticket disclosed, and this is a task 
that is more than difficult. 
The A ustralian system cannot stop th e p u r­ 
chase o í voters am i th e “ delivery ot tne 
goods.” provided the purchased voters w ish lo 
s-ay purchased, any better th an th e C alifornia 
m ethod. 
Admitted, but the modern system gives 
even the purchased voter full opportunity 
to repent. 
It is hecause the purchaser, 
under the “booth” system, cannot assure 
himself that the goods he has purchased 
will be delivered, that he opposes the 
reform, and it follows that if the new 
method of conducting the election 
is 
adopted, he will cease to buy, since the in­ 
vestment will be too precarious. 
T he p rin tin g of o&Uots by (he State or m unici­ 
p ality w ould form no ten o n s obstacle to cun- 
n in g ’bosses. w ho w ou'd soon devise m eans to 
procure as m any tickets as they needed to catry 
o u t th eir purpose. 
W ill the Chronicle, which 
certainly 
esteems itself as cunning and witty as the 
most adroit l oss could hope to be, suggest

| tickets ? If it will name any means to j 
procure tickets, outside of purchase of the 
State officials who issue the ballot3, and 
connivance of the Board of Election offi­ 
cers, the canvassers, and of the tribunals 
that recount in case of contests, we will 
concede the entire case, and admit that 
the reform methods are deceits, and that 
there is no virtue in them. Under the best 
of these systems the ballots are all num­ 
bered, bound, and hive a stub for each bal­ 
lot correspondingly numbered.

A c o r r e s p o n d e n t in a San Francisco 
paper objects to mud-pie-making in the 
common schools, and we respect and in­ 
dorse his protest. Mud pies in recess the 
youth of the land may engage in to its 
heart’s content. Its sovereign right to 
soil the hands and dabble in clay will not 
be disputed. But as a part of the school 
system of the State dabbling in mud is 
foreign and there is no warrant for using 
any portion of the public funds for that 
purpose. Of course the reader will under­ 
stand that the protest is against the intro­ 
duction of modeling in clay that has lieen 
plastered upon the school curriculum in 
some parts of the State. It has no place 
in the scheme of common school education, 
and the same is to be said of sewing, and 
half a dozen other “fads” that have been 
tacked on to the public schools through 
the pre-eminent wisdom of district officers 
who usurp the powers of the Legislature. 
We have the highest respect for the art of 
modeling, and favor it in Schools of De­ 
sign and of Sculpture. 
Designing is a 
high and a useful art, and it is not enough 
taught. 
But the place for it is in the 
technical and special school. This new 
craze of running to the public schools to 
supply every presumed need of the few 
or the neglect of the home, bids fair to 
play into the hands of the pronounced 
enemies of the free school system. All the 
diversion that is made from the practical 
and everyday branches, and those studies 
and that training that will fit the youth 
to meet the world face to face and do bat­ 
tle for himself, is to the injury of the 
school system. We have onr high schools 
for those who can avail of them, our 
academies and 
institutes and ugiver- 
sities, and all the avenues for reaching 
the ends of higher education, but the 
common school system should be held to 
the original purpose—the education of the 
child in the fundamental English branches 
—least of all has modeling any place in 
the system.

A n In c id e n t o f th e R e ce n t F r e sh et O ver 
in L a k e C ounty. 
When a Coast K aDge stream booms it 
does so with a vengeance, and many a 
traveler has come to grief in his attempts to 
ford these rushing torrents. The latest case 
of the kind reported is that of a party who 
set out to cross Putah creek daring the late 
freshet, the particulars of which are thus 
described in the Woodland Democrat of Sat­ 
urday : 
Last Tuesday morning M. H. Lawson 
and Robert Collies, on their way to Mid­ 
dletown with a four-horse team and wagon, 
the wagon loaded with two trunks of wear­ 
ing apparel, a lot of bedding aud other 
traps, on arriving at the ford on Pntah 
creek, near Mr. Grigsby’», found the stream 
swollen by the recent fains. Grigsby and 
three or four other men were standing on 
the opposite side and told them tocome on, 
that there was no danger, that the stream 
was not past fording. When they got 
about the middle of the stream a wild and 
vicious horse that was in ihe team bpgan 
to kick and threw himself. The current 
being very strong, the team drifted down 
into deep water. Now set in the struggle 
for life. The other three horses were tan­ 
gled np in a mass, struggling for life, and 
at the same time being swept down the 
stream. At this juncture Lawson divested 
himself of part ol his clothing, opened his 
knife and plunged into the raging stream 
to the rescue of the struggling horses, cut­ 
ting everything in the shape of harness 
that he could reach. In the struggle the 
horses got upon him. 
At this point Collins went to his rescue 
and succeeded in (jettipg him np, and he 
caught one of the norses by the tail. Par­ 
ties on the bank by this time bad obtained 
ropes, and one was thrown over the horse's 
head and Lawson and thehorse were pulled 
to shore, the two more dead than alive. 
Lawson had used the knife with such good 
effect that two mules in the team were able 
to get to the shore. Collins made for the 
wagon frame and wa9 afterwards rescued 
with a rope. The horse that was lassoed 
is not expected to recover. The horse that 
caused all the trouble was drowned. The 
wagon and all its conlents was lost. In all 
of this struggle they were taken down the 
stream about half a mile. Clark Grigsby 
and others did all in their power tor the 
comfort of those rescued, for which they 
deserve praise.

There were three cats in a William 
street family in Norwich, Conn., and the 
lady of the house concluded that one was 
sufficient to do all the business, and an 
edict of death was passed on the old cat 
and her kitten. The question of the man­ 
ner of death was settled and chloroform 
purchased.

M ech a n ica l and C h em ica l S ecrets o f th e 
A n cien ts. 
[From th e New York News ] 
There are many things that the ancients 
knew which are lost to the world despite 
the fact that our boasted modern enter­ 
prise has tried hard to recover the missing 
link. The chemists of old compounded 
numerous drugs to which we are strangers, 
and in the industrial arts there are evi­ 
dences that in a variety of occupations 
they were more skillful than we are. 
In the letters of the Catholic priests who 
first visited China, which were published 
in France 200 years ago, they relate that 
they were shown a glass, transparent and 
colorless, which was filled with a liquid 
made by the Chinese, which to the ob­ 
servers appeared to be as clear as water. 
This liquid was poured into the glass; 
then, looking through it, it seemed to he 
filled with fishes. 
This was not owing to any peculiarity of 
the fluid, but to the glass itself. The Chi­ 
nese confessed that they did not make 
them, but that they were the plunder of 
some foreign conquest many centuries be­ 
fore. 
The art of luminous painting was known 
to the Japanese 900 years ago, and an ex­ 
tract from one of their old writers has 
been translated as follows: 
One Su Ngoh many years ago had a 
picture of an ox. 
Every day the ox left 
the picture frame to graze and returned to 
sleep within it at night. 
This picture 
came into the possession of the Emperor 
Tai Tsung of the Sung dynasty ruling 
from 976 to 998, who showed it to his 
courtiers and asked them for an explana­ 
tion, which none of them, however, could 
give.

At last a certain Buddhist priest said 
that the Japanese found some nacreous 
substance within the flesh of a certain 
kind of oyster they picked up when the 
rocks were bared at low tide, and that 
they ground this into color material and 
then painted pictures with it which were 
invisible by day and luminous by night. 
The secret simply was that during the 
day the figure of an ox was not visible, 
anil it was therefore said that it left the 
frame to go grazing. 
Many instances of remarkable mechani­ 
cal ingenuity are related by various an­ 
cient authors. In the year of 1578, the 
twentieth of Queen Elizabeth's reign, one 
Mark Scaliot, a blacksmith, made a lock 
consisting of eleven pieces of iron, steel 
and brass, with a hollow key in it, that 
altogether weighed but one grain of gold. 
He also made a gold chain, composed of 
forty-three links, which he fastened to the 
lock and key. 
In the presence of the 
Queen he put the chain about the neck of 
a flea, which drew it with ease, after 
which he put the lock and key, flea and 
chain, into a pair of scales, and they alto­ 
gether weighed but one grain and a half. 
Mvrmecides, an ancient carver, was also 
so proficient in microscopic mechanism 
that he made an ivory chariot with four 
wheels, and as many harnessed horses, in 
so small a compass that a fly might have 
hidden them all under his wings. 
The 
same artisan made a ship, with all her 
decks, masts yards, rigging and sails, which 
took up scarcely more room than the char­ 
iot. 
The silver sphere, “ a most noble and 
ingenious performance,” which was pre­ 
sented to Sultan Solyman, the Magnificent, 
by his Imperial Majesty Ferdinand, is 
mentioned by I’aulus Jovius as showing 
and keeping time with the motions of the 
celestial bodies in their various configura­ 
tions. 
It was carried to Constantinople by 
twelve men, and there put together by the 
artist that made it. 
An artificer 
named 
Cornelius 
Van 
Drebble once made an instrument like an 
organ that, being set in the open air under 
a warm sun, would play airs of itself with­ 
out the keys being touched, hut would not 
play in the shade. 
For this reason it is 
supposed that it was inclosed air rarificd 
by the sun that caused the harmony. 
George 'Whitehead, 
an Englishman, 
made a ship, with all things pertaining 
to it, to move as if it sailed upon a table. 
“All hand were aloft, a woman made good 
music on the lute, and a little puppy cried 
in the midship, all of which variety,” 
quaintly says an old author, “was very 
pleasant and diverting.” 
The Damascus blades as marvels of 
perfect steel have long been famous, and 
even those used in the crusades are as 
perfect to-day as they were eight centuries 
ago. One on exhibition in London could 
be put into a scabbard almost as crooked as 
a cork-screw and bent every way without 
breaking. The point of this sword could 
be made to touch the hilt. 
The poets have celebrated the perfec­ 
tion of the oriental steel, and many famous 
writers have sung its praises. Scott, in his 
“Talisman1” describes a meeting between 
Richard Coeur de Lion and Saladin. Sal- 
adin asks Richard to show him the won­ 
derful strength for which he is noted, and 
the Norman monarch responds by severing 
a bar of iron which lies on the floor of the 
teut. Saladin says: “I cannot do that,” 
but he takes an eider down pillow from a 
couch, and drawing his keen blade across 
it, it falls in two pieces. At this Richard 
says: 
“This is the black art—it is magic; 
you cannot cut that which has no resist­ 
ance.” 
Saladin, to show him such is not the 
case, takes a scarf from his shoulders, 
which is so light that it almost floats in 
the air, and, tossing it up, severs it before 
it can descend. That Scott’s story is by 
no means an exaggeration is proved by a 
traveler who relates that he once saw a 
man in Calcutta throw a handful of floss 
silk into the air and a Hindoo sever it to 
pieces with his saber.

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DEDICATORY SERMON, 


DELIVEEED BY KEY. C. P. MASSEY 
ON YESTERDAY. 


The fn itarían Society Holds Its First 
Service in the New Pythian 
Castle. 


The new Pythian Castle was filled almost 
to its capacity yesterday morning, the 
initial nse of the building haying been 
given to the First Unitarian Society tor its 
religions services, and a programme of 
more than unusual interest was presented. 
An efficient choir, composed of Miss Emma 
Felton, Miss Hattie Wheat, Mr. Richard 
Cohn and Mr. George W. Shannon, with 
Miss Gertie Gerrish as organist, and Mr. 
Charles A. Neale as special accompanist, 
occupied the neat little gallery, which has 
been tastefully curtained, and rendered the 
following selections : Quartette, “Venite” 
(Buck); quartette, “Calvary” (Rodney); 
trio, soprano, tenor and bass, “Stars of the 
Night Shine O'er Us" (Campana); offer­ 
tory, "Angels’ Serenade;” soprano solo, 
with flute obligato and quartette, “Guide 
Me, 0, Thou Great Jehovah.” 
Rev. C. P. Massey took for his text 1 
Timothy i., 5: “Now the end of the com­ 
mandment is charity, out of a pure heart, 
and a good conscience, and of faith un­ 
feigned.” 
Mr. Massey commenced by saying: “I 
cannot avoid a feeling that those nnder 
whose direction this house has been 
builded, and which we make to-day our 
outlook and oratory of a religious worship, 
must look 
upon 
this 
initial use 
of the edifice by which we dedi­ 
cate it to the service of Almighty God, 
with emotions of more than simple passive 
acquiesence. 
With the passage of the 
years and the changes of thought which 
have occurred in consequence of the en­ 
larging knowledge of the world, no feature 
of our modern civilization has more dis­ 
tinctly marked, perhaps, the altered opin­ 
ion of men upon subjects included within 
the religious realm man the magnificent 
material foundations possessed by benevo­ 
lent orders, and the vast constituency 
they can claim, taken from the best and 
most responsible of our citizens. I have 
intimated that it is because of the changes 
of thought which have been gradually 
taking place that the rise of these magnifi­ 
cent establishments is due, which divide 
with the church, so much of the. alle­ 
giance of mankind towards claims of 
brotherhood and intellectual and moral 
improvement, and the establishment of a 
better order of society, based on equality 
and fraternity, and the unimpeded liberty 
of each in pursuit of the privileges guaran­ 
teed to him by the Constitution under 
which we live. 
“But in the transference of allegiance 
from en institution which stands more 
particularly for worship, to one which sim­ 
ply elevates the watchwords of beoevolence 
and mutual sympathy among men, one 
does not escape the fact that there are 
wants of our nature to which the church 
should be especially adapted to minister, 
and that there are suggestions constantly 
welling up in consciousness which the 
church should be able to support with as­ 
surances of things that are real and tan­ 
gible in a spiritual world. The church, as 
the institution which stands distinctively 
for the religious sentiment, may not be 
able to enforce conviction as to the spirit­ 
ual reality of that to which the sentiment 
is thought to correspond; the very methods 
of interpretation may be regarded as weak 
and puerile, and adapted to an order of in­ 
telligence the world has outgrown, but the 
sentiment will remain appealing for en­ 
lightenment as to the reality of that which 
it suggests, as long as man looks outward 
upon the heavens or inward into the recesses 
of his heart. Do as he will, man cannot 
escape tbiB drag upon his nature by spirit­ 
ual things. At every moment almost of 
his existence he is conscious of the reflex 
action which the phenomena of the out­ 
ward universe occasions in him. The emo­ 
tions of awe, of wonder, of terror, of love, 
of delight, which it inspires are one and all 
but the going out from us of something in 
our being to meet the mystery by which 
we feel ourselves to be eternally encom­ 
passed. 
“The depth of these emotions occasioned 
by our contact with the natural world is 
finely expressed by William Wordsworth 
in his eloquent description of a morning in 
the mountains. And if this is the common 
sentiment expressive of the influence of 
natural objects upon our lives, what shall 
we say of tbe teachings of experience which 
inspire this sentiment in larger and fuller 
measure. Superior minds—minds whose 
power in some manifestations of it, some­ 
times seems separated from that of other 
men, both in degree and in kind, have 
looked with long brooding and reflection 
upon the deeper law and hidden meaning 
of human life, and have given to the world 
what in one and another place, and at one 
and another time, has been regarded as a 
revelation. 
"Such are tbe mine's belonging to such 
gifted souls as Moses, and Isaiah, and 
Buddha, and Zoroaster, and Mohammed, 
and CEschylus, end Jesus of Nazareth. 
But it is in our belief that the humblest 
among us has the power and faculty of 
testing the truth of this revelation by indi­ 
vidual experience, it is our confidence 
that this revelation of seer or sage is but 
tbe vivid description of the brush of the 
Eternal against our common lives that ena­ 
bles us to give credence to it and erect it into 
something which has relation with that 
which is real and substantial as anything 
which comes within the circle of our 
knowledge in the material world. 
“No one here in this house this morning 
can say that he has not at times felt the 
brush of the garments of the Almighty. 
There is not a birth that comes to any 
household in the land but what is an 
apocalypse of mighty import to every in­ 
mate there. There is not a marriage con­ 
tracted in mutual love and reverent trust 
but what becomes a sacrament to two be 
lieving hearts, and seal and symbol of 
eternal verities. There is not a death which 
throws a temporary g'oom athwart our 
dwellings, but lifts the horizon of our little 
lives and displays them potential with a 
greatness and a majesty of which we had 
not dreamed.” 
The speaker, while speaking with the 
utmoGt sympathy for work which is in­ 
tended to operate upon a purely ethical 
plane, strenuously defended his belief in 
religion ss the inclusive sphere, and re­ 
ferred to the comprehensive significance of 
the apostle’s injunction that the end of the 
commandment is charity out of a pure 
heart and a good conscience, and of faith 
unfeigned. “Here,” he said, “we have in 
comprehensive statement the two require­ 
ments upon which I have insisted, faith 
and works, the sentiments of awe and rev­ 
erence before the mysterious presence and 
power in which we are embosomed, and 
sympathy for our fellows and desire to 
lighten something of the weight of suffer­ 
ing borne by many a weary wayfarer on 
life’s broad highway, listening meanwhile 
with pitying ear to the sad, sweet music ot 
humanity. I need hardly emphasize the 
fact that this estimate of religion includes 
a pure heart and a good conscience, clean 
living and high thinking, the practice of 
integrity and a disciplined will, which 
holds conduct as true to its appointed aim 
as the needle to the magnetic pole. 
“Abraham Lincoln is reported to have 
said: ‘Whenever I find a church which 
inscribes upon its portals the two rules— 
Thou shalt love God with all thy heart, and 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself— 
to that church will I belong.’ Such a sim­ 
ple confession of faith would include every 
requirement, and in its comprehensive 
sweep would make all mankind brethren 
in one common privilege. 
“ And perhaps I need not say to this 
audience that DOthing less than this all-in­ 
clusive statement will satisfy tbe profound 
and reverent intellects of the present day 
who believe as men never believed before, 
because compelled by a collateral testimony 
they cannot disregard in the unity of God, 
in the continuity of nature and in the 
solidarity of man. Such a faith strikes at 
once a fatal blow at any preconceived idea 
of a special revelation, at the belief that 
anyone—no matter how pure and gifted— 
has been admitted once for all into the 
secret chambers of the Most High, and has 
been permitted to see and record the won­ 
ders before which angel and archangel are 
said to eternally hide their faces while 
they sing the ineffable glory of their Cre­ 
ator. That which we call revelation, then, 
is at lsst found to be nothing but tbe reac­ 
tion of the boundless and the infinite upon 
the soul of man, but what a stimulus to 
purity of life when we come to know that 
it has ever been the loftiest and grandest of 
the race who have been able to dip deepest 
in the waters flowing upon the eternal 
shore.

“As we dedicate, tbeD, this bmldrng, in 
some of its uses, to the service of the In­ 
finite and Eternal One, I have thus en­ 
deavored to indicate the appeal which re­ 
ligion can yet make upon the reason and 


faith of man. Through the changing pro- 
cessess of thought religion has not departed 
from the world, nor has man's need of the 
comfort it supplies in any measure abated. 
A great c«nsoiation comes, however, as 
God is no longer Been a, an 
“ Ebbing tide that left 
Srewn with dead miracles those eldest shores,” 
But is felt as present yet in living miracles 
and through access of moral power. It is 
not only amid the valleys of Galilee that 
the benediction of a puie and exalted 
manhood can be felt in strength of moral 
excellence ; it is not only upon an Agean 
island that the clouds and colors of the 
sunset can build the fabric of the New 
Jerusalem to the eye of faith. 
“ It only remains for ns to determine 
what the church may yet become to us; 
whether it shall simply be a temple dedi­ 
cated to a formal worship or a house in­ 
stinct with the presence of the living God, 
calling forth in its service a pasrion and an 
enthusiasm that no altered conceptions of 
the foundations of belief need to drive 
from the world. Happy for us if the 
church can again be to ns as it was to 
those who lived in tbe times of a more 
zealous but lesB instructed faith; bappv for 
us if we could be endowed with the 
mighty spiritual strength of those to whom 
the church became a possession 1 richer 
tban Golconda and the treasures of the 
earth.’” 
RAILROAD MEN. 
A Delegation of Eastern Conductors 
Viewing the Pacific Coast. 
The delegates to the Railroad Conductors’ 
Life Insurance Association of the United 
States and Canada, who have been in an­ 
nual session in San Francisco, were here 
yesterday, en roate home. They arrived at 
11:20 a. m. in a special train, consisting of 
six Pullman sleepers, two passenger coaches 
and their own baggage car, on which was 
the following inscription : 
“ Old Reliable Conductors’ Life. Special 
Train. St. Louis to San Francisco.” 
There were on the train 152 ladies and 
gentlemen, of which number 94 were con­ 
ductors. One of them was Andrew Quin­ 
tín, ot Trenton, N. J., the oldest railroad 
conductor in the United States. He has 
held the punch for fifty-three continuous 
years, and notwithstanding bis long service 
is still a conductor in the employ of tbe 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. Another 
old timer with theparty is Captain French, 
Master of Trains at Cumberland, Md. 
The excursionists were received at the 
depot by several Southern Pacific conduct­ 
ors. After they had dined in tbe Silver 
Palace they were taken in charge by the 
Sacramento conductors and shown the 
sights of tbe Capital City. At 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon they left the city by the way 
of the California and Oregon road. Stops 
are to be made at Chico and Vina. At 
Portland another stop will be made, and 
from there the party will proceed to their 
starting point, St. Louis, where they will 
disband.

RAIN AND TEMPERATURE. 


SCHOOL OF INDUSTRY. 


Observer Barwiek’s Usual Budget of In­ 
teresting Data. 
The Signal Officer’s report yesterday 
shows that daring Saturday night the 
barometer rose rapidly from 29 S3 inches 
at 5 o'clock Saturday evening to 30.06 
inches at 5 o’clock Sunday morning, and 
30.09 inches at 5 p. m. yesterday. 
The rainfall during Saturday night was 
.20 of an inch, making for this season 6.02 
inches, as against .55 of an inch to an 
equal date last year. 
The highest and lowest temperatures yes­ 
terday were 68° and 54°, with fresh to 
brisk sontherly winds, and weather partly 
cloudy. Tbe highest and lowest tempera­ 
tures for the same date last year were 76° 
and 47°. The highest and lowest one year 
ago to-day were 79° and 48°. 
What a great contrast there is in the 
weather this month, as compared with 
October of last year. Tbe present month 
so far has given us seven cloudy days, 
eleven partly cloudy and but nine cloud­ 
less ones, while October of last year gave 
twenty-eight cloudless days, three partly 
cloudy and none cloudy, and not a drop of 
rain, while this month so far gives us 6.02 
inches. 
WASN’T A SUCCESS. 
Albert Loeinens, of thla City, Convicted 
of Treason at Honolulu. 
Honolulu advices, received by the last 
steamer, refer to the trial of Albert Loe- 
mens, who took such a prominent part in 
the late farcical attempt at insurrection 
there. He was convicted. When placed 
on the Etand he showed that he had very 
hazy ideas of the object of the insurrection. 
Tbe jury recommended the prisoner to ex­ 
ecutive clemency. 
Loemens was formerly in the saloon 
business in this city, and afterward kept an 
oyster house in Oakland. His testimony 
showed he had led a roving life and that 
Wilcox’s promises of high office inveighled 
him into the attempt to overturn the Gov­ 
ernment.

LIN’S EASTERN INQUIRIES. 


Reformatories in Other Status—How 
They Are Conducted, and the 
Results Obtained.

Dan McCarty, the turfman, well known 
in this city, is said to have gone broke on 
the Eastern racing circuit the past season. 
He told a New York reporter on Saturday 
that he was out $40.000 on the season’s 
business, and has sold to a bookmaker his 
colt Sorrento, the pride of his heart, and 
two others, for $9,800.

Horace H. Seaton, who died in Oakland 
last week, was said to have been a million­ 
aire, bnt his estate is mentioned in his will 
at something over $350,400. One-half of 
the property is devised to his wife and tbe 
remainder to his three children in equal 
shares.

Robert T. Devlin, of this city, President 
ot the State Board of Prison Directors, re­ 
turned yesterday morning by way of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad after an ex­ 
tended visit throughout tbe Eastern States. 
The object of Mr. Devlin’s trip to the East 
was the carrying out. as far as practicable- 
the following provision in the Act of 
the last Legislature, establishing a School 
of Indostry in the connty of Amador, the 
supervision and government of which is 
vested in the Board of which Mr. Devlin is 
President: 
For the purpose of maturing the system of 
government, instruction and discipline of the 
said institution.it shall be competent for the 
said Board to authorize one of its number to 
visit similar institutions in practical operation, 
and ot the oest repute, and by personal inspec­ 
tion and investigation to acquire an insight into 
the principles and workings thereof, for the In­ 
formation and benefit of said Board. 
Mr. Devlin, while acting in the capacity 
of Secretary of tbe State Penological Com­ 
mission, familiarized himself, through cor­ 
respondence and observation, with the 
needs of reformatories and the methods as 
to how they should be conducted and 
managed. Fortified with this knowledge 
he was in a position to pursue his inquiries 
while East. He made copious notes of 
what he observed, and at tbe next meeting 
of the Directors be will read and explain 
them. 
Of the reformatories visited he thought 
most favorably of those located in the 
States of Minnesota, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, the plans of which he will 
submit to the Directors. He was absent 
nearly two months on his mission, and 
visited twelve reformatories and about 
eight penitentiaries located in various parts 
of the Union. He stated to a R ecord- 
Union reporter yesterday that at each of 
these institutions, when he presented his 
credentials and letters of introduction fur­ 
nished by Wardens McComb and Aull, he 
was cordially welcomed and given every 
opportunity to inspect and examine their 
workings. 
He said that in St. Paul, Minn., there isa 
School of Industry which has been success­ 
fully conducted for the past thirty years. 
The school bas been found to be inadequate 
for the purposes intended, and the Stale is 
now erecting at Red Wing, a short distance 
from St. Paul, an additional one. This 
new institution is being built on the very 
latest improved plans (the cottage sys­ 
tem) now in vogue in many States. 
Tbe school, when completed, will not look 
like a prison, which it really is. The cost 
of construction will be about $90,000, and 
there will be sufficient room to accommo­ 
date three hundred inmates. The archi­ 
tect, Warren B. Dunnei, and a Commis­ 
sioner of tbe Institute, before adopting the 
plan on which the school is being con­ 
structed, expended several months in visit­ 
ing similar institutions throughout the 
Union. 
Mr. Devlin seems to favor this plan, hav­ 
ing taken into consideration the fact of the 
considerable time spent in perfecting it. 
He will, it is thought, suggest the adop­ 
tion of the plan with modifications. Dur­ 
ing his investigation he observed at some 
of the institutions visited that, instead of 
using steam power the convicts were made 
to supply it with arm-power. In some of 
the prisons smoking and the reading of 
newspapers are steadily forbidden. Mr. 
Devlin also observed that convicts were 
made to eat in their cells, and not together, 
as in this State. He found that, as a gen­ 
eral thing, the State prisons in theEast were 
conducted almost on the same plan as those 
in this State. 
Speaking of his trip, the Director re­ 
marked that he had a pleasant time, and 
declared that, while the East was a great 
country, it could not compare with Califor­ 
nia in point of climate and many other 
essentials to health, happiness and pros­ 
perity. 
Mr. Devlin said that when the proposed 
school is erected, it will be known as the 
Preston School of Industry. Tbe last Leg­ 
islature appropriated $160,000 for its con­ 
struction and maintenance. The school is 
to be built at lone, Amador county, and 
tbe law requires that it must be on a site 
to contain not less than 100 nor more than 
300 acres of land, which must be of a quality 
adapted to the cultivation of vines and frnit 
trees. The law provides, antODg other 
things, th at: 
Any boy under the age of 18 years who shall 
be found guilty by a Court o! any offense, and 
who, in the opinion of the Court is a fit subject 
for commitment to the school, it is lawful for 
the Judge to suspend judgment or sentence (ex­ 
cept when the penalty is life imprisonment or 
death), and to commit the boy to the school for 
a period not exceeding the time when he shall 
reach his twenty first j ear. No boy who is un­ 
der the age of eight years or of unsound mind 
is to be committed thereto. The Board has the 
power to reduce, for good conduct, the time for 
which such boy has been committed. 
Any boy under the age of eighteen years in 
the State l’rison, may, upon the recommenda­ 
tion of the Directors, with the approval ot the 
Governor, be transferred to the school for the 
unexpired term of his sentence. 
The inmatts will be subject to military disci­ 
pline, including daily drill. They will be 
clothed in militarv uniform, and under no cir­ 
cumstances ate they to be dressed in convict 
stripes. 
The ultimate purpose of the instruction, disci­ 
pline and industries, shall be to qualify the in­ 
mates for honorable and profitable employment 
after their release from the institution, rather 
than to make the institution self-sustaining.

“ Dr. Winship was the Institute con­ 
ductor.

He 
handled the subject, ‘The Boy Out of 
School,' with consummate skill, and closed 
amid loud applause and a desire on the 
part of everybody to hear more from him. 
Accordingly' at the request of the students, 
he spoke to them—and such others as 


chose to come on Saturday morning—upon 
‘The Boy io School.’ General and Mrs. Bid- 
well and many other prominent citizens 
were in attendance, and all were delighted 
Our visit ended with a dinner party given 
by General and Mrs. Bidwell. which was a 
most enjoyable occasion for all present.” 
"In what condition,” asked tbe reporter, 
did yon find tbe Normal School?" 
“We found there ninety students, nearly 
all of whom are capable, thoughtful and 
earnest in tbeir work, determined to make 
the Cbico Normal School second to none in 
the land. 
The building, when entirely 
completed, will be a model for its purpose. 
The Faculty is composed of persons of 
marked ability, and already the people of 
Chico begin to leel proud of the institu­ 
tion.”

BURDETTE IH THE PULPIT. 


P re a c h in g 
in 
T he F am o u s 
H u m o rist 
C hicago. 
[From the Chicago Inter-Ocean, 15th.] 
The true hum orist is he who impresses 
the world as much w ith the laughter he 
provokes as w ith the tears he draws from 
his listeners. 
H e presents the ridiculous 
and the sublime alike, and in doing so be­ 
comes impressive. 
Robert J . Burdette is such an impressive 
speaker. 
Pathos lingers behind his smile, 
and laughter is courted by tears. 
This 
combination proves the great convincing 
power to man. 
A man convinced by dint 
of imjiersonal example 
listens 
uncon­ 
sciously to the noblest sermon, for it is the 
simplest and most powerful. 
T hat B rother Burdette should therefore 
preach is less surprising than one would 
think at first acquaintance with the fact. 
Bob B urdette’s funniest lectures are always 
sermons. 
H e Is the one humorist, the one 
lecturer on the American platform who 
can soothe hum an hearts, who can w ith a 
few words impress a moral upon his hear­ 
ers without apparently attem pting to do 
so. 
T hat he is able to preach is therefore 
self-evident; th at he should be fond of 
preaching the word of God is not surpris­ 
ing. 
N or is it to be wondered at th at the 
people are as anxious to hear him preach 
in the pulpit as they are happy to hear 
him speak on the rostrum. 
Some 2,000 people witnessed M r. Bur 
dette's debut as a preacher in the W est 
Sunday night. 
They went to Grace M. E. 
Church, on La Salle avenue, early in the 
evening. 
They went soon after tea to se­ 
cure seats. 
Some of them who came an 
hour before the services began, found that 
even then they were late. 
They found 
every seat taken, and were content to 
stand. 
They envied the more fortunate 
late-comers who were given seats on the 
platform. 
Long before the services began 
the doors were locked on the inside, and 
church-goers for once found the house of 
(iod closed in their faces, w ith no explana­ 
tion from the Cerberus w ithin who guarded 
the monster portals. 
Mr. Burdette spoke simply, yet w ith 
great feeling. 
H e was serious, but at 
times he could not resist the tem ptation to 
say truths and preach morals in a vein 
lighter than the sanctuary is accustomed 
to. 
The people enjoyed the innovation 
and laughed. 
B ut the sermon was good. 
It was rarely good. 
It was a model for 
professional preachers to follow. 
I t was 
sensible, forcible, direct. 
An old 
man 
could profit by it, and every boy could 
understand it. 
I t illustrated the fact th at 
the man who has made all Am erica laugh, 
and who has made the heart swell with 
the pathos th at lurks behind the purest 
humor, was competent to lead th e confid­ 
ing and erring lambs as a shepherd leads 
his flock. 
“The text was appropriate to all, and 
was found in 2 Tim othy ii., 1 : 
“Thou, 
therefore, my son, be strong in the grace 
th at is in Christ Jesus.” 
There was no 
embarrassment in B rother Burdette’s de­ 
livery. 
H is preaching during the past 
summer at Merion Square, Pa., had evi­ 
dently prepared him for the pulpit and 
given his speaking a grace even greater 
than is customary with him when telling 
of the “Pilgrim age of the Funny Man.” 
H e was attired in a dark grayish-blue suit, 
w ith a plain white tie, and looked more 
serious than Bob B urdette usually does. 
H e won the audience by his informality. 
He seemed to take every one into his con­ 
fidence at once. 
And when lie said “my boy” and “don’t 
sow wild oats” ever}- one looked to him, 
not only as a spiritual adviser, but as a 
father. 
He spoke against the sowing of 
wild oats, 
lie wanted no morals tam ­ 
pered 
w ith 
in 
old 
age 
or 
youth. 
H e wanted 
no 
man to live to be 55 
years of age before he 
was 
23 years 
old. 
N either did he want a man to try 
and regain th irty years of a misspent life 
w ithin five years. 
H e pictured a railway 
train losing a day’s tim e in order to make 
a spirt of a few minutes. 
H e pictured the 
lives of m artyrs, and told of Christ’s m ar­ 
tyrdom in dying for his enemies. 
He 
wanted all his hearers to live in Christ, to 
remember Christ’s noble teachings and 
profit by H is God-like life. 
There was no evidence of the profes­ 
sional humorist in Mr. B urdette’s perora­ 
tion. 
It was a noble effort,inspired, grace­ 
ful, impassioned, earnest, 
forcible and 
touching. 
It fell from the lfps of the 
speaker like as from one inspired, “like one 
whose voice sobs in plaintive tone that 
smites the silence tenderly.” 
After the sermon many came forward 
to greet Mr.(Burdette and thank him for 
the noble words he had spoken 
to cheer 
them and lead them on to moral victory.

In deference to your wish that I give you 
m y opinion as to w hether the railroads of 
this State preceded or followed the demand 
for their services; w hether 
they have 
brought in population and opened up new 
territory, and w hether the money to con­ 
struct them was furnished at home or from 
abroad, I would briefly say: 
There m ust be but few of your readers 
unacquainted with the general character, 
extent and topography of California. Larger 
in area than New York, Ohio, Delaware, 
New Jersey, and all the New England 
States com bined; it3 lands rich and fertile; 
abounding in tim ber and 
m ineral re­ 
sources ; with water-power ample for m an­ 
ufacturing purposes, and climatic condi­ 
tions superior to any in the Union, this 
State should easily sustain a larger popula­ 
tion than that of all the States I have 
named, now representing a grand total of 
about 14,000,000. 
Had the Golden Gate 
been as accessible to our Pilgrim Fathers 
as was.Plymouth Rock, we would doubtless 
already have this population, and m any 
more would have settled here who are now 
widely scattered throughout the United 
States. 
Before the advent of the railroads, the 
settlem ent of this great State was confined 
to localities along the seacoast and water­ 
courses, except for the camps of the m iner 
and occasional stock-raiser. 
W ithout the 
railroads these conditions of settlement 
could have been but slightly modified, and 
for the profitable settlement and develop­ 
m ent of our extensive valleys and adjacent 
m ountain slopes we are indebted to the 
potent agency of the nearly 4,000 miles of 
railroad which may be said to be in opera­ 
tion w ithin our borders at the present 
writing. 
The pioneer railroad builders of Califor­ 
nia carefully studied the physical condi­ 
tions of the Pacific Slope and foresaw with 
clear vision the prim ary importance of 
direct highways of comm unication with 
the east, north and south. 
Keeping this 
steadily in view they have constructed 
three trunk lines reaching from the great 
basin out beyond the confines of our State, 
and have now near completion a fourth 
along the seaboard line southward. Sup­ 
plem enting these by branch and tributary 
railroads they have by these combined 
achievements made it " possible to trans­ 
form outlying and previously worthless 
localities into places of wealth and pros­ 
perity. 
These roads have been built through un­ 
developed country, but every m ile of road so 
built means the creation of public wealth, 
and our people, starting construction as 
they did from tidewater on the Pacific, 
have tended thus steadily to develop what 
it has hitherto been profitless to seek. The 
San Joaquin valley, to illustrate, is now 
one of the most populous and prosperous 
sections of California, but I would ask you 
to remember that the road from Lathrop 
south for nearly 300 miles was in operation 
long enough to wear out one entire set of 
rails and ties before the traffic increased 
sufficiently to m ake 
it 
sell-sustaining. 
W hat I say of the San Joaquin valley is 
alike applicable to the various roads radiat­ 
ing and ramifying from the great trade 
centers, San Franeisco, Sacramento and Los 
Angeles, into the interior of our State. 
There are to-dav roads constructed and in 
operation in California which cannot be 
expected to become 
self-sustaining for 
years, 
but tbey 
have been 
built 
to 
strengthen and increase the traffic of the 
older lines and in pursuance of the policy 
of our railroad builders who aim to im ­ 
prove the State, to foster industry and to 
stim ulate the development of our splendid 
resources by providing outlets to the m arkets 
of the world. 
Many sections still need 
such outlets by the construction of further 
branch and side lines, which it is the aim 
of our people to provide as fast as the 
necessary capital can be acquired. Our 
railroads have been built in advance of set­ 
tlem ent, and have opened up Dew terri­ 
tory. This has been accomplished, too, 
with money furnished in a large measure 
by funds secured from without our borders 
and sometimes secured, especially in the 
initial enterprises, at the cost of great sac­ 
rifices. 
You ask what is the proportion of local 
to through traffic; also the cost of build­ 
ing, m aintenance and operating, as com­ 
pared with section of the country east of 
the Missouri. The through traffic amounts 
to about 3(1 per cent, of the whole. The 
cost of building, m aintaining and operat­ 
ing the roads ou the west coast, especially 
in California, is 50 per cent, greater than 
east of the Missouri river, on account of 
remoteness from the sources of railway 
supplies of all kinds, and from extensive 
tuel centers; 
also by reason of the higher 
cost of labor in all its branches, and the 
heavier expenses for incidentals—most im ­ 
portant in themselves, but generally un­ 
considered by the casual observer—such as 
provision for adequate water supply dur­ 
ing our rainless summers, and against the 
deluging storms of onr winters. 
Tuucbiug your inquiry as to the effect 
upon the State of the enforcement against 
the railroads of the restrictive provisions 
of the interstate commerce law : The law 
is wholesome in providing for the publica­ 
tion of rates that shippers may know what 
rates are current, and in forbidding secret 
and unjust discriminations, but in various 
of its features is antagonistic to the best and 
perm anent interests of California. 
As the 
Pacific slope becomes populated, the ports 
along the coast will develop, and with San 
Diego on the south. Portland and Puget 
Sound north of us and Vancouver beyond— 
the latter powerfully stimulated by the 
Canadian and British Governments—will 
strive to divert from San Francisco as much 
of its trade as possible. San Francisco is 
tbe commercial heart of California; her 
advancement means increased home m ar­ 
kets for our people, increased employment 
for our 
labor, ana 
a wider field for 
m anufac’uring and industrial enterprise. 
The interests of San Francisco and the 
State are concurrent, and all restrictioi 8 
which impede, embarrass or tend to di­ 
vert the commerce of tbis port should 
be regarded with suspicion by our people. 
This the long and short-haul clause of 
the interstate commerce law does, "ob­ 
structing, " as Presideut Rankin of the 
Chamber of Commerce puts it, “comm er­ 
cial interchange between remote States of 
tbis Union by subordinating the commer­ 
cial relations of distunt p irtiona of tbe na­ 
tion to the interests of ad js’ent and inter­ 
vening territory, and in practice lim iting 
the area of transportation alike for produc­ 
ing and consuming sections.” There can 
be nothing wrong or harm ful to the inter­ 
ests of the people in perm itting the great­ 
est freedom for interchange of commodities 
between the East and the West, and as Cal­ 
ifornia's great interest is in the long haul, 
both as regards manufactured articles com­ 
ing into the State and our products going 
out, restriction of the carriers under the 
fourth section of the law in question sim ­ 
ply lim its their public usefulness without 
compensating benefit to the people. Such 
legislation assists Vancouver, whereas it 
would seem to be consistent with the per­ 
m anent interest of California to stim ulate 
the prosperity of onr own railroads, w!.o 
return into circulation in tbe shape ot 
operating expenses folly 70 per cent, of 
all their earnings, the company I serve, 
for example disbursing m illions annually 
in tbe State for labor, supplies, aud the 
various items of expenditure a transconti­ 
nental railway system demands. 
A large 
part of these disbursem ents go directly to 
compensate labor, onr mercantile classes 
are sharers, directly and indirectly, in the 
circulation of these large sums, and thus 
tbe interest of our railroad builders are 
ident;fi-d to a larger extent than appears 
on the surface with tbe personal and busi­ 
ness interests o f very large and representa­ 
tive sections of our population. 
Onr railroads should be free to give Cali­ 
fornia the advantages w ith which nature 
endowed her as against interior cities and 
States, and her metropolis should be in a 
position to be a medium of distribution to 
interior localities and be the radiating point 
for a large foreign commerce which the 
fourth section of the law tends to deflect 
from us to a rival point. 
There are other objectionable features to 
tbe law, which, however, affect less directly 
ttie ue-cODal interests of the public, and 
which I shall not occupy your space in 
discussing.
